Congres- 
sional debafe on the European re- 
covery programme. It In one of the 
most stinging denunciations of the 
Red pinilosophy objectives ever Is- 
by nn arm of =the Federal 
fovernment and draws these “simple 
conclusions of the Soviet policy”: 

"1, The Communists have one 
foal-—-world revolution, 2, They 
assume that the revolution will be 
violent. 3. They are incapable of 
necepting the idea that peace can 
endure from now. on, and they ex- 
pect one amore catastrophic war.” 

The report docs not ston with that 
Indictment. It warns Americans 
“that” they “playing with “loaded 
dice” when they join “ultra. demo- 
crate groups" used by the Commu- 
nists to advance their ends. : 

It adds that the Communists have 
infiltrated into Inbour groups, ore 
unanisations boosting civil rights, 
clean politics movements ‘and liberal 
groups of all kinds. . 

The Antidote 

The Committee is headed by Re- 
presentative Frances Bolton, (Re- 
publican of Ohio) and its report 
came on the 100th anniversary of the 
“Communist: Manifesto,” the touch- 
stone of Soviet policy. The Com- 
mittee's antidote for world, Com- 
muntsm is gn all-out effort to 
establish an economically strong 
non-Communist bloc ‘headed by the 
United States and including Western 
Europe, China, Near East countrics 
and the Western Hemisphere.

“Only when the German and 
Amerieun press reported that 1 had 
perished with Hitler in the ‘bunker’ 
of the Berlin Chancellery did I de- 
cide to nssume the false nome of 
Stuckebrock,” she explained after a 
short uttempt to deny her identity.
